The Game Act of 1873, 

The Gamo Act introduced by Mr, Prince 
of Essex, which ia now law, ropeala all 
other Acts for the proteotioa of game in the 
Province of Ontario, According to said 
Act the legal suasons for buating and kill 
ing the various animals and birds mention- 
ed therein is ae follows 

Deer, Moovs, Elk, Reindeor or Cariboo 
between the tirat day of September and the 
firat day of December. 

Wild Turkeys, Grouse, Phoasavta or Part 
ridges, between the Brat day of September 
and the firet day of January 

Woodcock, between the first day of July 
and the firat day of January, 

Soipe, between tho 15th day of Auguat 
and the Tat day of May, 


Mallard, groy duck, black duck, wood, or 
summer duck and all kinds of teal betwoon 
the filteonth day of August and tho first day 
of January, 

Hares or rabbite, between the first day of 
BeptelaPar and the firat day of March, 

ixceptin the counties of Essex, Lambton, 
and Middlesex, no quail shall be taken or 
killed fortwo years, trom the passing of the 
Act. 

No peraon shall have in his possession 
any of the aboye animals or birds, or any 
portions of them, during the close srasona, 
or porioda during which they are protected, 
They may be exposed for salo, nevertheless, 
for one month and no longer after such 
periods, or had in possession at any time for 
family use, but in all cases the proof of the 
time of ki ling or taking shall be upon the 
party 60 10 porsession, 

None of the animals or birda above men 
tioued shall at any time be takén by means 
of traps, nots, snares, gins, baited lines, or 
or other wimildy contrivances. Any per- 
son may destroy any euch traps, snares, &o,, 
which he may discover without inourring 
any liability forso doing, 

No one shall Have in posession the eaga 
of any of the bird’ mentioned at any time 
No batteries, sunkeli punts or night lights 
allowed in the killing of swaes, geese or 
duoks. 

Beavor, mirkrat, ‘mink, martin, raccoon, 
otter, and fisher may be hunted and killed 
only between the first day of November and 
the first day ot May. 

The fine tor killing deer, &o., out of sea 
son thal! not be lees than ten dollars nor

The lecture on: the above subject: by the 
Rev, Huon Jonnston, M. A.,in Ontario 
Hall on Tuesday night, attracted a large 
audience.

places the streets are intersected by streams 
yusbing from the mountafh side—pellucid, 
clear sad cool—in front of all being the 
great Sault Lake,on the shores of which 
salt is gathered up by the waggon load. 
The Mormon religion was very, strongly 
condemned, the lecturer eloquently stating 
his belief that the system of polygamy was 
near its end—that there was mot salt 
enough in the great lake to preserye thd 
putrifying thing, nor water enough in the 
cooling streams in the city to wash away its 
filthiness. Many other interesting places 
and scenes were described, notably the 
ride across the plains, through the rocky 
mountains, down the Sacramento yalley to 
San Francisco, the Chinese quarter of that 
city, the Cliff House, the Goldun Gate, the 
Yosemite Valley, etc. The great trees of 
California found ating description, whilar 
otber instances of the luxurance of vegeta- 
tion were given—that the fuschia, here a 
small house plant requiring careful atten- 
tion, on the Pacific coast grew to quite a 
large tree, and that in British Columbia 
beets of one hundred pounds in weight 
were grown. Of the natural resources and 
capabilities of the British’ colonies on the 
Pacific, the lecturep expressed a very high 
opinion, the white inhabitants being spok 
en of as a hardy intelligent, industrious 
and enterprising class, to a man in favor 
of union-with Canada. The Indians were 
pictured as beatial in their degradation, 
which the white man had not »mproved, 
but the Churches were doing their utmost, 
to ameliorate the condition ot those poor

Overflow of the Tay. 


IMMENSE LO8S OF PROPERTY, 

Lonpon, Feb 25, 

Despatches from Dundes give accounts of 

& widespread and devastating flood in the 
Valley of the Tay: ‘The waters of the frith 
and river Tay overflowed their banke last 
night, and poured into the plains on both 
sides, sweeping everything before them. 
The flood extends from Peertea’ at the 
mouth of the frith tom point above Perth, 
on the south side of the river Tay and the 
head of navigation, 
The level country around the latter city is 
covered with water and portions of Dundee 
have been rendered uninhabitablo, 
The rallrond between the two cities in 
washed away in many places and much of 
the roud-bed must be rebuilt.

panies of the Eighty-fourth Regiment. 

Lastevening, two unknown men threw 
two very large stones into the window of 
Dr. J. J, Jobnson’s store, 1 Dover atreet, 
demolishing the sashes and everything in 
the window. One of the stones fell on a 
chair upon which the daughter of "Dr, 
Johnson had a moment before been sittng, 
and utterly demolished it. Dr. Johnson 
took an important part in the parade of 
the American Protestant Association yes- 
terday, and itis believed that the assault 
was made by sectarian opponents on that 
account. No clue to the perpetrators of 
the outrage has yet been obtained, The 
enormous missiles were taken to the Oak 
atreet police station.—W, Y. Sun 

Archbishop McClosky having requosted 
his congregations to forego the usual pro- 
cession on St. Patrick’s Day, in order to 
avoid a collision with the Orangemen, 
Mr. John Fallertoo, District Master, writes 
to the New York ‘Sun, to say that the 
Orangemen have no intention of disturb- 
ing the procession of the admifers of St, 
Patrick; but on the contrary, that the 
Orangemen are law-abiding citizens, and 
while they claim tor themselves the right 
of public procession, theyyhave no desire 
to prevent others from availing themselves 
of the same privilege, 


Spoliation of the South, 


The following melancholy history of the 
apoliations to which the once flourishing 
Southern States have been doomed under 
General Grant’s admistration ia vouched for 
by the Now York Woening Bepress, and con- 
firmed by evidence before Congress :-—. 


AND YET ANOTHER, _ 


How North and South Carolina, Georgia 
and Texas, Louisiana and Florida, with other 
Southern States, have been robbed by 
Northern carpet baggers and Southern acal- 
lawags aro facts only too familiar to our 
readers. Bome of these men, like Holden, 
and Kimball, and Bullock, have been reached 
by public opinion, and in'a measure punish- 
ed, andthe report now comes to us that 
another of these rascals has received the be- 
ginning of justice In the State where his 
ragcalities Wore perpetrated, The Legisla- 
ture of Florida, we learn, voted unanimously 
to impeach Gov, Reed, on the recommendu- 
tion of the Railroad Committos, for belng 
concerned in gross frauds in connection with 
the issuing of bonds for the construction of 
railroads. Here is the story as it is told :-— 
Tn 1858 one Swepson joined with Gov. Bul- 
lock and projected a railroad in North Caro- 
lina, Under pressure from another Governor, 
who subsequently was impeached and de- 
posed, the issue was $7,000,000 in bonds, 
Swepson raised but $500,000 on the scheme, 
and, leaving the new railroad to take care of 
itself, went to Florida, fell into the hands of 
shrewder rascals than himsclf, and was atrip- 
ped of most of his booty; wherbupon with 
the assistance of Gov, Reed he repeated the 
game in which ho had beon successful in 
North Carolina, and the Legislature insued 
$5,000,000 in bonds for building a certain 
railroad in Florida, $125,000 was oxpended 
on the road, and the remainder went into the 
pockets of the confederates, Thos North 
Carolina and Florida wore made to pay $11, 
875,000 18 order to get $125,000 expended 
on 4 single road in one of them, These are 
only example cases. South Carolina and 
Loulsiana have been Oven worse treated 
than this, and Georgia not much bottor,

Before the American’ Dairymen’s Con- 
yention;) held at, Utica, N) X.,.Mr. L. B. 
\Arnold delivered an interesting addross, in 
whioh hi devoted a good of deal of atten 
tion to poison cheese. He spoke of the dif- 
ferent changes. which milk goes through 
when the cows drink stagnant water ; and 
he explained how the tungi in the water en- 
ter the blood, ge into the milk, and rapidly 
develop alter itis drawn from the cow, 
He alluded to Prof. Law's experiment with 
milk furuished for daily consumption. The 
professor traced the fangus from the water 
through the cow, and jn har milk ; and he 
expressed the opjnion that the partakers of 
the milk are likely to have the fungi iutro- 
duced in their circhlation, where they will 
cause wore or less irritation and fever, and 
possibly death,, Adrop ofthe impregnated 
\blood was put in an ounce of healchy milk. 
It was shook woll nd corked oldscly. 
Three. days after the milk was filled with 
fall grown plants, These germs trom the 
water are carried into the vascular system ; 
théy act théré as a ferment, interrupt the 
ciroulation, and produce fever. The tem- 
perature of the body ofthe cow giving the 
italtited’ milk, from Which Prof. Law drew 
the blood: wasll02. (All these)result have 
a diregt bearing sn relation to poison cheese. 
They teach ys thy unportance of giving ovr 
stock pure water tocdrink. It you have not 
clear running streame jo your pastures, then 
dig wells, and make provision for supplying 
your liorses and oatile with cool Water from 
the bowels of the earth. Some farmers ure 
of the opinion that stagnant pond water is 
plenty good enough for their vows to drink. 
If Mr, Arnold's lecture ‘will help to dispel 
this faleo impression, Le willbe well repaid 
for the trouble of making tedious expori-

When the report of the Committee, ap- 
pointed by the same statesman, of 
1ovestigate the Tewis-Proton — election 
intimidation caso, was Ilnid before 
the House, and ite adoption asked, 
Mr, Mackenale objected, no notice having 
been given. Aod when on the first of 
March, Mr, Rykert asked what course the 
Government intended to take with reference 
to the report of the Proton Committee, Mr, 
Blake said it was not the intention of the 
Government to consider the adoption of the 
report until the evidence was published 
for the information of members. Mr. 
Rykert replied it would be impossible to 
have the evidence printed this session, 
Mr. Blake said ho was aware of that, but 
the Government were not to blame for that. 
Mr. Rykert said be would bring up the 
motion for the adoption of the report whea 
tbe House came to that order, 

Upon the question coming up the follow~ 
ing day “ Mr. Cameron agreed that the re 
port ought not to be adopted until the 
evidence was printed,” Mark the dif- 
ference between the fairness of thes two 
partics, Mr. Cameron was quite willing 
to allow the question to remain until the 
next session, in order that even the sem~- 
blance of unfairplay should be given to his 
conduct, though this report was a anani- 
mous one, and signed by all the Committee 
This is a fair sample of gritism.

The Governor's Proregation 
Speech, 


‘Tbe speech put into the mouth of His 
Excellency Governor Howland, with which 
to dismiss the Legislative wisdom of On- 
tario, isu model one. Read by strangers 
who know little or nothing of our past 
history, the impression »must be left 
upon the mind that unfortunate Onta- 
rionians have but justshaken off the shackles 
which bound us to a system of government 
that denied the people the right of con- 
trolling their own affairs, and of expressing 
their opinions upon public questions. How- 
ever much QOanadians may laugh at the 
Worse than absurd expressions which the 
Governor has been made to utter, they 
cannot but regret the impression it must 
leave upon the minds of those who read 
them, and do not understand the Constitu~ 
tion under which we liyeand by, which we 
tre governed, 

His Excellency begins by “ rejoicing that 
the Legislature has further secured its in 
dependence ” from * local pressure’ and 
from “ other powers.” hat were the 
“ other powers” that interfered with the 
“ independence” of the tree legislation of 
the people of Ontario? We huve heard 
no little about Ottawa influence ; butin no 
Way, nor in « single instance, has it been 
shewo that Ottawa influence has been 
exerted In a way that might be considered 
48 an interference with the rights of the 
peopie of this Province, Thecharge, how 
ever, has been uttered vo often by the 
present men {a power,that it was necessary, 
even without a shadow of evidence,to give it 
the stamp of authority by putting the words 
quoted intosthe mouth of the Governor, 
Next we have the solemn farce of ‘refoiciog* 
over a resumption of that which was nevor 
surrendered bythe Legislature; yet his Ex~ 
celleacy is made to say; “ you have re 
“sumed the exercise of your constitutional 
* privilege of determining the appropriation 
“of public money.” By which it is inferred 
that the placing of money at the disposal 
of an executive, under a stringent and ex 
acting law, by # deliberate yoteof Parlia- 
ment, is a surrender of the “ constitutional 
privileges” of the people's representatives, 
As welt might it be argued that every time 
a dollar is voted by Parliament, and en- 
trusted to the Ministry of the day to ex~ 
pend, that a consutdtional privilege is sur- 
rendered, It such be the true meaning of 
constitutional government,then {sit violated 
atevery session of Parliament, The true 
rendering of constitutional government, as 
laid down by leading writers on political 
economy 18 that bo money should be expend 
ed except by and with the consent of Parlia- 
ment,expressed through the people's repre 
sentatives. Was this not done in the case of 
the railway grant, to which His Excellency 
refers? A million and a half of dollars 
was voted to aid in the construction of 
railways, bute stringent law was passed at 
the same time, laying down the conditions 
upon which these roads should be aided, 
and the onerous duty was imposed upon 
Ministers to carry out the provisions of 
that law,for the proper tulfilment of which 
they were to be held responsible to Parlia- 
ment. Who will aay that this was notatriotly 
constitutional 7 True, it may be adebatable 
point. whether the course purayed by the 
late Parliament was less productive of ovil, 
than the bringing down of every scheme 
for the approval of the House, as was done 
during the last few hours of tho session 
just closed. For our part, we do not hesl- 
tate to assert that- the former wha the 
least likely to politically demoralize the 
people's representatives, and to render the 
Ministry of the day a machine to set log 
rolling in motion, Do we want a better 
illustration of it than the scene enacted at 
the close of the session justended ? Every- 
body knows that there were numerous ap- 
plications for ashare of the Railway Fund ; 
and though we heartily approve of the aid 
rendered, there is n0 gae den ing the fact, 
that rings were formed to assist esoh other 
irrespective of the correctness of thy claims, 
Witness the reault; it took but three or four 
hours to rao through the House a sdheme 
by which over a million anda half of 
dollars of the people's monoy was voted’ 
away. Does any one suppogo that had p 
Ministry assumed the responsibility of so 
gigantic # scheme, that the Taglslature 
would have given its assent without 
thorougbly sifting every part thereof? Yet 
under the improved management ofthe new 
Ministry, it was all done, and over $1,500,- 
000 voted away in afew hours; and though 
in this instance the appropriations were 
proper and correct, there is no gyarantee 
that any future onos may be. 

‘The third point 10 tis paragraph ta a *re- 
joicing” that the Legislature * had assertod 
“the right to speuk and act in referenc# to 
“the uopunished murder of a fellow coun- 
“tryman.” Who ever denied them that 
right? The fact that they did spon upon 
a former occasion 14 the beat evidence that 
the sentence was put into the Governor's 
mouth for the purpose of clap-trap, of 
which this Province bas of late been sur 
felted, But they should be oconslatent in 
their “rejofcings.’ At the beginning of 
the parayraph, the Governor is made to 
s! joo” at aeouring independence from 
her powers; and at the close of the 
same paragraph, ho is madé to rejoice at the 
interterenco of the Legislature with the 
administeation of the oriminal lawa in 
Another Provinoa, Ot course thia in all 
Aght in Gat logio—no one must interfere 
with mo, bat I may poke my nose into 
every other man's busin On the whole 
wo have never read a more inconsequential 
or illogical paragraph ws haying emanated 
from a Governor.speuking for a reaponsible 
Miniatry ; and for the credit ot our fair 
Provings, and our reputajiog abroad, trust

for itis 80 alleged to be —has taken a length 
of time, and doubtleas numberloss: wise 
ponsultations to discover, It is a great 
discovery after all, too. Mr. Carling. and 
his colleagues, 1t appears, bad seleoted 
ws the site for the Agricultural College 
and experimentil farm, a plot of 
land which {ie sald to bo not all. of 
the first quality, and which a report of » 
mojority of the members of the Board of 
Agneculture, Idd by the bon, David Obristie, 
now declare to bé unfitted for the purpose 
intended, owing to the soil being “too 
clayey,” and not sufficiently friable for 
scientific farming. Now we do not 
wish to reflect upon the knowledge 
of Ordinary farming possessed by those 
mombers Of the Board who assented 
to the report; we Would rather reflect upon 
their politics; for o report based upon 
underlying political considerations theira 
most undoubtedly is, Indeed, this fact 
was broadly stated by Mr, Rykert in the 
debate which took place in the Legislative 
Assembly on tho subject, The matter can 
be placed in an intelligible position thus: 
Mr, Carling selected as the site of the pro- 
posed training school for farmers a locality 
hear to the capital of Ontario; the lake 
closé at hand; # railway, with nine trains 
daily stopping at a station within a few 
toda of the farm; land of mixed quality ; 
and facilities for religious worship of eusy 
access, The Board, as before stated, con- 
demn this selection mainly on account of 
what ‘they term the poor quality of the 
land; that, to do crédit to the Be rlace: 
the farm should be composed of such ex- 
cellent soil thae the products would excite 
the wonder and’ envy of our neighbors; 
with a few unimportant addenda to this, 
their main objection, Our position, as we 
think that of every intelligent observer 
must be, is adverse to that of the Board; 
and we give it, though it may differ from 
practical farmers, ‘e conceive that the 
main purpose of the foundation of such an 
institution as an Agricultural College was 
to teach our youbg men who purpose fol 
lowing the honorable profession of agricul- 
turists, how to cultivate poor land so as to 
cause it to yield bountiful crops—not merely 
to learn them how, by careless agriculture, 
good land gan be made fruitful; no im- 
provement on the present system 18 noeded 
for that—or, in other words, to show how 
scientific farming can force crops from the 
unwilling hard clay and stoney lands 
which form a large portion of the country’s 
surface. The fact seems to be that a few 
glib-tongued Grits auch as the Hon. David 
Chnitie have talked away the judgment 
of the less considerate members of the 
Board, in the interest of their political 
triends who now hold the reins of power. 
Mr, Moffellar profeases'to hold neutral 
views on the subject, and we shall watch 
his movements with some interest. It is 
therefore with pleasure that we record the 
declaration of Mr, Blake that he will not 
consent to obange the site until further 
investigations have developed the fact that 
the land js totally unfitted for the purpose 
for which it-wes parchased, The truth 
apparently is,however,that Guelph, which 
has given unfailing political support to the 
Grit party, is sought to be provided for in 
this underhanded manner, We much 
mistake the temper of the farmera—the 
class most interested in this matter—if 
they consent to tamely swallow the red- 
hot gammon which the Board of Agricul 
ture lave prepared for their repast, 


Since the foregoing was written, we bave 
received the report of Professor Buckland 
= probably the best authority in Canada—* 
upon the site, whicl!, it will be seen, fully 
coincides with our remarks : 


“The land comprises the necessary varieties 
of soll for illustration oad experimental pur- 
puses; from a heavy clay, graduating through 
loams of varylog composition, tou lgbt land, 
A portion of the farm belvg In a weedy and 
exbausted condition, resembilog In these re- 
Spects a too large urea of the older settled lands 
ofthe Province, will afford opportyoltics for 
much needed experiments with a ylew of ob- 
talning reliabe Information os to the most 
effi:ient and economical mvans by which such 
soils can be restored to thelr original tertillty. 
Moat of the land would be greatly benefitted 
by draining, the formation of the surface belng 
such as to require skill and care in tho execu 
tion, admirably adapted to the giving of prac- 
tical leasons to puplis in this most essential 
department of modern agricultural Improye- 
ment,

Adverting to that portion of Paragraph 213 
of “Regulations and Orders for the Active 
Militia,’’ @&c., 1870, directing that ‘‘Communl- 
catlous by Telegraph are only to be made in 
“cases of emergeucy, or when the loformation 
sought, or ordered to be conyeyed cannot be 
récelyed in time by Post,’ and to Clrcular No. 
20 from the Department of Militia and Defence 
drawlog attention to it—notwithstandlog 
which, resort pppeae to have been had to the 
Telegraph Hue in a large number of cases 
seeking or conveylog information which was 
nol rendered necessary by any emergency, or 
which could have been recelued in time by the 
ordinary postal conveyance, Notice is, thore- 
fore, hereby given to oll Militis Ofticers, that 
no accounts tor such service wh) in future be 
pald, except in cases where a strict adherence 
to the regulation, above referred to, has beep 
observed. 

ENROLMENT AND DISOHARGE. 

With reference to the expiration af perlods 
for which militiamen have yoluntcered to serve 
lo corps of Active Militia, it is the duty of 
Captains to endeayorto keep thelr corps full 
by the enrolment from time to time of other 
mon, to fill the places of those whose period of 
service hus oxpired and do not desire to re-enrol 
fora further period, or who haye been dischiarg- 
ed. Such men as complete thelr fall period of 
three years continuous service in any corps, 
areentitied to discharge in time of peace with- 
out glying lx months notice.

From telograms recelved from Fort Garry 
to the 11th March,we condense the follow 

ing news: Mr, Moberly, with a party of 
hia Pacific Railway exploring pabyiaraed 
at Fort Gurry on the 10th Marob. They 
Wont to the head waters of the Saskatche- 
wan, ju the Koolavene plains, newr the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains, which 
point they reached the latter part of 
October, A detachment of the party was 
sent to the Jasper House, and they are ex- 
pected daily, Mr, Moberly bas travelled a 
considerable distance both north and 
south along the route, and he concludes 
that the entire’svotion of the proposed road 
explored by him is much moro favorable 
for a railway than either of the Toutes of 
the American Paciflc Railway, He dovs 
not think that all the land between Fort 
Quarry and the Rocky Motutatns {6 adapted 
tor settlement, but the Saskatobowan indi- 
cates the greatest fertility, He tins samples 
of excelleut plump wheat and barley,grown 
to that disimet, The preseut winter bys 
been uousually colt; the mercury froze 
Weat of Edmonton twelve tunes belore New 
Year's, On uccoune ot the Unexpected 
deverity of the winter, Mr. Moberly # pary 
enstured more bardahips than they wonld 
bave done in an ordioary seasod. They 
were for six days subsisting on a small 
handful of flour eacb por day. 

Advices received by the lust packet from

ture will keop them ina position quite equal to 
the wants of the community. 

acatod at the January sonsion, I think it 
would be woll to limit expenditure on Ronds to 
what will be required for our Gravel Roeds 
this yoar at loast—exoopt in such cases whore tho 
matorial™intorests of the County would suffer by 
delay. Our expenditure on Roads and Bridges 
was yory largo last year, amounting to about 
$28,000. A largo proportion of this was expond- 
ed on County Roads outside of Gravel Roads, and 
the most prossing casos on thoso rods requiring 
assistance, haying boon mot, a return to tho polloy 
of the yours 186¥ and 1870 would in my opinion, 
be for the interests of the County.

We have now 
about a dozen of theso now stylo of Bridgos, and 
all the others, as the nooessity of re-oonatruction 
from time to time will require—will no doubt bo 
built on the same principle. Owing to the diffloulty 
of soouring suitable timber at reasonable prices in 
time to build Ross’ Bridge this winter, [ directed 
the County Suryoyor to delay the construction un- 
til low water in tho summer,having tho timbor do- 
livered this winter. Tho result has been that ho 
has arrangod for tho pine timbor required for 12 ots 
per foot, which is now being doliverod.

Dr, Boyer, in the Medical and Surgical 
Reporter, Phila., gives the following as his 
wode of the treatment of small-pox : 

“Considering small-pow purely a blood 
poison, and the eruption an effort of nature 
to throw off or eliminate that poison, I 
conclude to atrike at the root of the disease, 
and direct my.,treatment solely to the 
eradication of that poison, For which 
purpose I gave a solution of 2 grains of 
carbolic acid,and 15 or 20 grainsof sulpbite 
of soda every three hours, with:no other 
treatment than an ordinary purge during 
initiate or forming feyer, Tho result after 
several months trial with myself and son, 
has been that in every case of vaniola, and 
copfluent small-pox, on the fourth day of 
the eruption,the swelling of the face abated, 
the pulse fell to a normal rate, and the 
tongue commenced to dry up, abd the 
pustules Withered and shrivelled.—By the 
Seventh and eighth day ofthe eruption the 
pationy was Convalescent, without.» sign or 
mdrkof having small-pox after the slight 
desquamation of, the light scales, or scabs 
fell off. ¢ 

In no Case by this treatment did the pos- 
tules positively mature, but always dried 
up before maturation, Externally any 
soothiog or cooling application for the firat 
three days is all that is required, to, allay,

fécted by the application of whitewash or 
any other adhesive material, always acts as 
afruittulsource of disease,and in time 
proves fatal to the tree, ~When the» bark 
becomes rough, or encrusted with moss, it 
should be cleansed by scraping and wash- 
ing down thoroughly with a sulution of 
potash or soda water, affording smoothness

Last epring if painting a lot of new cov- 
ers for sap-buckets, it occurred to me to 
make one side red and the other white, 
The object is this; in gathering sap where 
the trees are close together, and of course 
not in rows, it often’ puzzles'a man to tell 
which trees he has visited. Itis harder 
still, af two or three men gather to one team, 
or when you have to go and empty the bar 
rely, or when night suspends the work unul 
the next morning. The best local memory 
needs some help. Now, if when tapping 
you place the covers red side up, for in- 
stance, and at the first gathering turn each 
covering white side up when you take the 
sap from the bucket, there never will be any 
uncertainty, You never will need to run to 
4 trée the second time, ior miss one. You 
can tell ten rods olf, by the color of the 
cover, whether there is sap io the pail. 
Each gathering wall change the color of the 
covers, If one doeW not Wish the expense 
of planing and painting both sides, a simple 
‘dab’ of red paint will answer the purpose, 

Jne.atroke atthe brushwill do. Still the 
Covers ought to be painted and painted on 
both sides, to keup them from soaking 
water, and from warping in the aun; and 
they dan just as easily be painted different 
colorson different sides. They ought to be 
tarned over, too, at each gathering, or they 
will warp in time, even if painted, So the 
device makes no extra expense or work, 
and saves many +leps and much leaving of 
sap.— W. Jf, Chamberlain, Hudson, 0., in 
American Agricultural.

He is not 
perhaps aware that W., B, & Co's, main 
business is transacted in Great Britain and 
Germany, where they are forced by cheap 
labor to sell their machings at a much 
lower price thun in this country. I baye 
meavs of knowing that the net profit on 
their export business doves not exceed ten 
percent, Yet, for refusing to reduce their 
profits too, they arc, forsooth, * tyrannical 
despots.’

Expenses of the Crewn, 


A remarkable scene occurred in the 
Britieh House of Commons last night on 
the occasion of the introduction of a mo- 
tion by Sir Charles Dilke to investigate the 
expenses connected with the Crown, This 
motion being called by tho Speaker in its 
fegular order, Viscount Bury asked if it 
Was consistent with the dignity of the 
House to allow Sir Charles Dilke, an

In times gone by many ot thé apple trees 
plinted’ out were seedlings, that a they 
grew to ago haye turned out to. be of little 
yalug agregards the fruit produced by them, 
Owing partly to want of proper care, many 
orchineds that were originally grafted trees, 
bave B@@ome nearly worthless from neglect 
In either case much; may, yet be done. to 
incregge their yalue and productiveness, In 
the cage of trees that are worthless trom 
want Of desirable qualities in their fruit,that 
may be easily remédied by top grafting, 
which consists of cutting off the ends of the 
branches and ‘inserting “graftes in’ them, 
There are many sorts of apples of the 
highest quality that are difficult to procure 
from the nurseryman, on) account, of their 
feeble and crooked growth making them 
Unsaleyble, except to those who value good 
fruit rather than handsome looking young 
trees. Such sorta top grafted’ Upon a’ tree 
altearly established make «strony ind rapid 
growth, quite Jn contrast to what they be- 
come when grown in nursery rows from 
root grafta, Among these varieties, which

able to be grown ; and even if he does make 
out a list of varieties when giving an order 
to one of these gentry, itis ten chances to 
one he finds at delivery time that some of 
them have been left out, and others that he 
did not want atall have been substitated 
‘Phis is an evil which it seems impossible 10 
remedy, as the difficulty is, that many very 
dosirable.varietios ate not grown at the par- 
ticular nursery, or only in very moderate 
quantity aud the stook ia run out, while at 
the same time perhaps the agent finds that 
his patrons consider it more desiral)le to have 
nice looking trees forthe present than good 
fruit for the future); and soit he puts inthe 
sorts wanted he is likely to) be found fault 
with for sending such little crooked ‘trees ;

trees, ‘not’ of the “hurseryman''who grew 
them.
